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EI Cerrito grappling with Plaza rumors

EL CERRITO — The El Cerrito Redevelopment 
Agency will hold a study session Monday, Feb. 5, ina 
continuing effort to wrestle with the future of the south 
gateway tothe city, including the problematic E] Cerrito 
Plaza. 

Like most others in the community, council mem- 
bers are receiving a great deal of second-hand informa- 
tion on certain development possibilities at the shop- 
ping center. 

One such possibility, that Plaza co-owner Milton 
Bilak may negotiate a deal with Walmart to construct a 
major store at the Plaza, would not appeal to the City 
Council. 

“The City Council has not been very supportive of 
that, to put it mildly,” said City Manager Gary Pokorny. 


A letter has been sent to Bilak stating that, from the 
city’s viewpoint, the Plaza should offer shopping op- 
portunities “inherently more upscale” than Walmart. 

According to Councilmember Norma Jellison, the 
council as a whole believes the Walmart deal “is an 
active possibility. 

“Most of us have said we don’t want a Walmart 
here,” said Jellison, who would not like to see the 
super-store anywhere in El Cerrito. 

“We told him we didn’t feel it was best for our 
community,” she said, noting at the same time that city 
governments are limited in what they can do when 
private property owners make such decisions. 

Mayor Cathie Kosel spoke even more strongly. She 
is particularly concerned about the effect a Walmart 
store might have on El] Cerrito’s established small 
businesses.

New middle school design entering final phase

ALBANY — Members of the School Board and 
public got their first look at preliminary designs for 
anew middle school in Albany Tuesday night in the 
first step of many toward development of a final 
school plan and district-wide Master Plan for the 
allocation of a $31.6 million bond for specific 
school projects. 

About a dozen members of the public and half as 
many district consultants gathered at Cornell School 
to learn details of the $11.2 million project which 
aims to house 750 students at the former Hill Lum- 
ber site on Brighton ‘Avenue and Spokane Avenue. 

The challenge, according to architect Ken Kirsch, 
was coming up with a way to fit that many students 
comfortably onto a 3.5 acre site, where comparably

sized schools normally sit on 15 to 18 acres of land. 

After months of study and negotiation with school 
site committee members, the result is an 80,000 square 
foot L-shaped, two-story building fronting Brighton 
Avenue. 

“We tried to really focus in on the best parts of the 
current middle school to bring over to the new school 
and looking at those areas that need to be shored up,” 
School Principal Terry Corpuz said in introducing the 
design to the board. 

In terms of realizing its goals, the preliminary school 
design includes 24 standard size class rooms, two 
special education classrooms and two science labs. 
The current school has no science labs and 18 class- 
rooms, not including portable classrooms. 

New classrooms were designed in clusters of four, 
with retractable walls and shared space to facilitate

Bring an ‘old 
timer’ for a ride 
on Tunnel Road 


You can still drive clear up that 
same road called Tunnel Road in 
Berkeley, but you may need.to 
take an old timer like myself with 
you to show you where it was and 
why it was called Tunnel Road 
back in the early 1920s. Honest... 
there was really a tunnel there and 
it was a busily traveled 
thoroughfare and the main route 
from the East Bay to the wide-

Fayette and the budding town 
called Walnut Creek. 

The tunnel was pretty 
obviously built originally to 
accommodate horse-drawn 
traffic but by the early 20s it had 
been paved and had a white line 
down the center of the road. But 
it turned out to be a blessing that 
the 65-pound-pressure tires used 
on early automobiles were rather 
narrow (about 4-inches wide) 
because drivers were well

the 1920s — I never saw any 
evidence of the caper. 

As kids we occasionally 
walked through the tunne] — 
traffic was pretty light in those 
days but we still got yelled at 
and told to get out — the tunnel 
was no place for pedestrians. 
They were right, of course. 

Nor was the one-lane-each- 
way tunnel any real bottleneck 
for traffic. Back then most 
highways were built that way, 
but with slightly wider lanes. If 
you wanted to pass someone 
you waited until oncoming 
traffic was far enough away 
before you ventured into the 
other lane to make your pass. 
You NEVER tried to pass in that 
tunnel. And the sign of a good 
driver was the amount of open

Seismic safety should be priority 


The Journal received a copy of the following 
letter sent to the Albany School Board. 


At the School Board meeting on Nov. 28, Mr. 
Bill Lingnell, expert on window technology, has 
confirmed what we, parents, have been saying to 


you for over one year now. Namely, that the glass 
of our schools’ windows is annealed glass, the 
worst on the market and in a major earthquake 
will break in big pieces, injure and kill people. 
Whereas the window frames, that now merely 
hold the glass in place, under heavy shaking will 
separate from the glass and release it in an 
explosive manner. 

After over one year on the PTA Council 
Disaster Preparedness Committee I have reached 
the point of asking you to please stop, once and 
for all, rudely silencing us at school board 
meetings, or at other school meetings by 
responding to us with unprofessional behayior and 
ready-made answers. 

Take our advice into consideration, you are 
accountants and administrators, not geologists and 
structural engineers. Your denial of the seismic 
reality in the place where we live will not chase 
earthquakes away. In our community there are 
parents who are architects and structural engineers 
and we are here to help you. Our vested interests 
are in our children, and we do not make money 
when we come to meetings or spend time writing 
letters like this one. 

June of 1995, I talked to Mr. Dennis Bellet of 
the Division of the State Architect (which used to 
be called the Office of the State Architect) at 
(916) 445-0783. Mr. Bellet recommends that old 
heavy concrete buildings need a detailed seismic 
evaluation. We requested the district have this 
evaluation done, but to date we still do not have 
it. 

Again, I urge you to start now the seismic 
retrofitting of our old school buildings; namely in 
order of priority, Cornell and the Albany High 
School. The answer that the superintendent 


always gives us is that our schools were built 
according to the Field Act. his is no answer and 


no excuse to shed any responsibility because 
Cornell and Albany High School were built in the 
1930’s and 1950’s and they are made out of non- 
ductile concrete frame buildings. Non-ductile 
concrete frame buildings are too brittle to flex and 
are not designed to withstand the repeated 
bending and swaying motions an earthquake 
causes. 

Confirmation of my claim is the latest 
devastating Northridge earthquake, about which

EL CERRITO — Mori Struve would like some 
“additional eyes” around the community to help the city 
of El Cerrito stay on top of storm drain cleanup. Struve, 
who heads the city’s maintenance and engineering 
division, has requested that citizens call in when they 
see any storm drain inlet that is not accepting water. 
He’d like crews to address the situation immediately in 
order to avoid flooding and other problems. Call Beth 
Bartke at 215-4382. 

Bad weather is the indirect cause for the maneuver- 
ing drivers have had to do to navigate Ashbury (be- 
tween Fairmount and Stockton) and Fairmount streets 
(between San Pablo Avenue and Liberty). The rains 
came right in the middle of a street overlay project 
designed to make driving easier. Crews had ground the 
street preparing it for the asphalt overlay; now they’re 
waiting for a few dry days to pour on the overlay, said 
Struve. 

While the contractor had planned to overlay all 
streets scheduled for this year’s repaving at once, Struve 
said the city is now asking that Ashbury and Fairmount 
be covered as soon as there’s enough dry weather to do 
it. 

“l understand the inconvenience drivers have had to 
face,” he said. 

“The city is looking at the possibility of paving just 
those two streets (for now).” 

Struve said the contractor is being asked to “grab 
whatever time there is” to go out and cover those two 
streets. 

The rest can follow later, he said, as can any contrac- 
tual adjustments that may have to be made. 

“We only need two dry days,” he said. 

According to Struve, a third navigational problem is 
notrelated to the grinding schedule. When crews dug up 
the intersection at Lincoln and Liberty, they discovered 
unstable grade that had been wet before it was opened 
up. 

The city has now received recommendations from a 
soils consultant as to what steps could correct the 
problem. 

“We’re looking at correcting the situation as soon as 
possible,” he said.

Cities creating 
environmental 
solutions 


The following is the second part of a two-part story. 
By Greg Hugunin 


EAST BAY — In an area increasingly long on 
population and short on space, environmental issues 
have become more and more of a concern both for city 
governments and for the residents they serve. With 
concerns about pollution and depletion of natural re- 
sources is a given among East Bay voters, cityofficials 
are in a position to both further their careers and take 
care of Mother Earth by making environmental issues 
a priority. 


Toxics 


On Dec. 4, 1984, in Bhopal, India, an 
environmentalist’s worst nightmare occurred when a 
cloud of methy] isocynate gas escaped from a Union 
Carbide chemical plant, killing more than 2,500 people. 
This tragedy brought to the American consciousness 
more strongly than ever before the need for regulation 
and monitoring of dangerous chemicals. 

A similar, although not so deadly, disaster occurred 
in Richmond on July 26, 1993. A blown valve at the 
General Chemical plant released a cloud of vaporized 
sulfuric acid, sending thousands to local hospitals with 
respiratory problems. Since then, the city has taken 
over toxics programs from Contra Costa County in an 
effort to keep Richmond safe. 

According to Harley Thompson, a coordinator of 
Richmond’s Hazardous Materials Response Team, 
billions of pounds of hazardous materials are stored in 
Richmond’s many industrial facilities. With a staff of 
52 technicians, the team monitors and inspects the 225 
Richmond businesses which store more than 55 gal- 
lons of hazardous materials. 

Driven by an increasingly pro-active City Council, 
Richmond has eliminated use of highly toxic chlorine, 
cleaned up sites such as the pier at the end of South 8th 
Avenue, where dangerous levels of PCB’s and DDT 
were found in fish and shellfish, and installed a com- 
munity warning system to guard against accidents such 
a8 the one at General Chemical. 

Although they do not exist on nearly as large ascale, 
hazardous materials in Berkeley are a tremendous 
concern to residents. According to Nabil al-Hadithy, 
head of the city’s Toxics Department, Berkeley is “the 
world’s most aware community” in terms of hazardous 
materials and has the best program in the Bay Area. 

Many environmentalists agree. Carole 
Schemmerling, Bay Area coordinator of the Urban 
Creeks Council, says Berkeley has “excellent proto- 
cols for toxics...they really work at it.” 

Berkeley has a higher inspector-to-facility ratio 
most jurisdictions, says al-Hadithy, as well as asmaller 
area for inspectors to cover and a closer relationship 
between staff and facility operators. 

In Albany and El Cerrito, where heavy industry is 
practically non-existent, the focus shifts to automotive 
and other small businesses. Toxics are handled by the 
cities’ respective fire departments and include inspec- 
tion programs similar to those in Berkeley and Rich-

EC aims to quash summer fires now _

EL CERRITO — It may be a 
damp, cold winter, but the El Cerrito 
Fire Department is always looking 
ahead to hot, dry days. 

An important vegetation clear- 
ing project now underway is in- 
tended to make a dangerous fire a 
lot less likely when the hot weather 
does arrive. 

The East Bay Conservation 
Corps is now working on a two-

ALBANY — The deadline for 
ordering trees has been extended. 
Albany residents wishing to plant a 
tree in front of their home this spring 
now have until March 1. Trees or- 
dered before March 1 will be planted 
in April 1996. 

The city of Albany, through co- 
operative grants from the Califor- 
nia Department of Transportation 
and the California Department of 
Forestry, is offering trees to resi- 
dents at just $37 per tree. The price 
includes the cost of the tree, soil 
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week project designed to create a 
lower fuel break area at the Julian 
Knob. The small grove area above 
Ganges and Navellier streets (just 
off Potrero Avenue) has a heavy 
concentration of eucalyptus, 

The group is “taking advantage 
of the cool working weather,” said 
Fire Chief Steve Cutright. 

The corps’ job will be to elimi- 
nate “ladder” fuels — ground 
growth that can catch on fire, send- 
ing igniting flames up into the 
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crowns of the trees; they are pulling | 


out brush by hand and leaving it in 
piles, 

In late February or March, the 
department will conduct a con- 
trolled burn of what’s left. 

“We'll need to dry those piles 
before we can ignite them,” said 
Cutright, who’s waiting for a few 
days of dry weather to do just that. 

Later this summer, the grass ar- 
eas below the knob will be cleared 
through a controlled burn.

labor for planting the tree. Concrete 
removal is an additional $44. Resi- 
dents who order trees agree to water 
the tree for the first year. Once 
planted, trees become public prop- 
erty and are maintained by the city. 

The city tree planting program is 
innovative in its approach to main- 
taining healthy trees. During plant- 
ing, the soil is dug deep and wide to 
provide the tree with plenty of air 
and water. 

The soil is conditioned through 


the addition of soil amendment. The 
ties which attach the tree to the 
stake allow the tree to move in the 
wind, making the tree stronger than 
previous methods. 

The city recently performed an 
inventory and categorized all the 
public trees in order to track their 
health and maintenance needs. The 
city trees are delineated by four 
primary areas. Each of these areas 
are on regular maintenance cycles.

Finding a balance with teachers 


Wild-eyed discussions of public 
education seem to be all the rage 
lately. Everything from paddling to 
privatization has been thrust for- 
ward as the ultimate answer to our 
problems. So it was a strange relief 
at last week’s PTA Council meet- 
ing to get back to some straight talk 
about teachers and money. 

At the council’s invitation, the 
Albany Teacher’s Association sent 
two representatives to answer ques- 
tions about a controversial issue — 
parental sponsorship of educational 
programs. Before the evening was 
over, we had also touched on ques- 
tions about budget planning, ten- 
ure, class size, and program cut- 
backs. 

As every parent knows, cutbacks 
in California’s education funding 
have eliminated educational ser- 
vices and programs over the years, 
leaving children with less and less 
in their schools. 

In Albany, parent organizations 
such as the PTA, along with indi- 
vidual parents, occasionally try to 
fill gaps by sponsoring programs 
not paid for by the district. 

These programs, such as the af- 
ter-school music classes at Marin 
and Cornell (sponsored by the San 
Francisco Early Music Society), are 
usually fee-based; that is, the teacher 
is paid out of student fees. Classes 
are usually small. Of course, such 
teachers receive no benefits, nor do 
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they have any security of employ- 
ment. They are non-ATA teachers. 

The PTA-sponsored Kid’s Col- 
lege at the middle school is another 
fee-based program. AMS PTA ad- 
ministers the program through the 
Adult School. When Kid’s College 
started last year, the ATA expressed 
concern about “reinstating pro- 
grams,” that is, restoring eliminated 
AMS classes by bypassing the 
district’s budget altogether. Kid’s 
College organizers then spent many 
hours talking with the ATA and 
working out problems so that this 
year’s Kid’s College could run 
smoothly. 

There is, however, another kind 
of program paid for by parents that 
the ATA finds more troublesome 
than fee-based ones. At some of our 
elementary schools, short-term 
music education is being provided 
by non-ATA teachers who are cho- 
sen and paid by parents. 

These programs, which are not 
fee-based, currently provide the 
only music education that some 
children receive before fourth grade. 
A few years ago, the district paid an 
ATA teacher for this kind of educa- 
tion. 

Unions must look after the inter- 
ests of their members, andthe ATA 
is no exception. ATA President 
Susan Charlip and Marin ATA rep- 
resentative Barry Fike first acknow]- 
edged the importance of Albany 
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parent volunteer efforts, and then 
stated the union’s views on hiring 
non-ATA teachers. 

The ATA objections canbe sum- 
marized in two main ideas. The first 
is that hiring non-ATA teachers is 
shortsighted because it offers a way 
to eliminate other programs and 
union teaching positions. The sec- 
ond objection is that underfunding 
“through lower wages and benefits” 
implies that certain subjects are less 
important, leading over time to fur- 
ther cutback of teaching positions 
and a general lowering of the edu- 
cational standard. 

Instead of trying to supply such 
programs, the ATA says, it would 
be better for parents to keep insist- 
ing to the School Board that pro- 
grams be fully restored. They urged 
all concerned parents to get in touch 
with individual board members and 
to attend board meetings. The power 
to reinstate programs rests with the 
board alone, the union points out. 

While agreeing that parents 
should press for the return of elimi- 
nated programs, some parents on 
the council find it discouraging how 
few programs have ever been rein- 
Stated. 

Unions like the ATA can afford 
to take the long view, but parents 
must take the short view. If your 
second-grader has no music in 
school, and you believe music im- 
portant, you will gladly support the 
program that gives it to her this 
year, whoever pays for it. For par- 
ents, next year (or 10 years down 
the i0ad) is too late. 

The ATA repsacknowledged this 
fact, and had more to say than I can 
cover in one column. Next week!’ll 
Teport on plans for bringing parents 
into closer communication with 
teachers and their representatives 
as we enter the 1996-97 budget pro- 
cess.

Phyllis Lyon is that lady with 
the hat who graces the top of page 
two in this paper every couple of 
weeks. A lady of sharp wit and 
very definite opinion — and lots 
of knowledge to back up that 
opinion. 

She knows the movers and 
shakers of our quirky little town, 
and what makes them move and 
what makes them shake. 

And yet, Phyllis Lyon is not an 
ink-stained, hardened old 
newspaperwoman with years of 
leg work behind her. In fact, 
Phyllis Lyon, journalist, was born 
with this paper, with The Journal. 

She was hired at just about the 
time The Journal opened its 
pages, in 1988. She loves to call

These days Phyllis is a free- 
lance writer with the paper. And, 
at the editor’s invitation, she 
writes that column, varied and 
funny and very popular. The last 
one was full of nostalgia — but 
Phyllis Lyon’s own special type 


of nostalgia. 

She also writes news stories, 
takes pictures, and does play 
reviews of E] Cerrito’s great little 
theater, the Contra Costa Civic 
Theater, and Point Richmond’s 
Masquers. : 

But, as noted, Phyllis didn’t 
start out to be a journalist. It 
wasn’t even one of her dreams. 

Born in Orwell, Ohio (10 miles 
south of “the River”), she went to 
school there until she met and 
married a sailor and they moved 
to San Diego.

In 1960, the Idaho State 
Historical Society wanted the 
language of the Nez Perce, one of 
the native people in that state, 
recorded by a linguist. I, then a 
visiting scholar from Japan, was 
given the job and traveled to the 
village of Kooskia, Idaho where I 
spent the summer learning the 
language. My teacher, who asked 
me to call her Aunt Liz, invited 
me to accompany herself, her 
daughter, and two teenaged 
grandsons on a camas digging 
trip. Camas is a Nez Perce 
delicacy; the onionshaped roots 
taste like sweet potatoes when 
roasted. We spent a week in a 
tepee and dug camas on a 
meadow’called Musselshell. 

When the camas processing 
ended and I was no longer Aunt 
Liz’s house guest, I returned to 
my motel in Kooskia and decided 
to commute to Kamiah, where my 
new teacher lived. 

Bill, the owner of the Selway 
Cafe whefe I often ate, was 
worried because I had dropped 
out of sight and asked, “Where 
were you? I haven’t seen you for 
awhile.” 

“I was digging camas up the 
Lolo Trail.” 

“What is this thing “camas’?” 
he asked “What’s it like? I have 
heard so much about it, but have 
never seen it.” 

I ran back to my motel room 
and returned with a couple of 
camas that Aunt Liz had given 
me. Bill went out and returned 
with Roscoe, a photographer who 
had come 20 years earlier to learn 
about Native Americans and then 
settled down here. But Roscoe

told me the Nez Perce had told 
him nothing. He complained that 
he had never seen camas. I 
realized how lucky I was. 

In less than a month, I had 
filled 400 pages of notebooks. I 
also had the valuable personal 
experiences of Nez Perce 
sweatbathing and camas digging. 
Yet Roscoe had spent 20 years in 
Kooskia without seeing camas. 
Similarly, Bill had lived there for 
more than a decade, but had never 
seen camas or heard of 
sweatbathing. They had driven 
the local roads every day, but 
were unaware that, on the other 
side of the bushes by the roadside, 
naked people were taking 
sweatbaths. 

I realized that though they all 
lived in the same community, 
Roscoe, Bill, and the other whites 
were living in a world totally 
different from the native people 
of the area, except for superficial 
interactions such as trading at 
white men’s stores, eating at their 
restaurants and working at their 
places of business. I soon became 
a liaison between the two worlds. 

Roscoe, Bill and other whites 
asked me questions about the Nez 
Perce. I learned a lot by seeking 
the answers from my teachers. I 
also passed on news of the local 
white community to my Nez 
Perce friends. 

During my daily meals at the 
Selway Cafe, Evelyn, Bill’s wife, 
who worked as a relief cook and 
waitress, asked me many 
questions about Japanese customs 
and cuisine: 

“Do you use a fork in Japan?” 

“No, we use chopsticks.” 

“What is your favorite food?” 
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“Fish.” 

“You eat rice, don’t you? How 
do you fix it?” 

“We put rice in the pan, add 
water, and cook.” I was aware that 
the description should be more 
precise, but my mother did not 
permit me to enter our kitchen. It 
was not a place for a boy back then. 

One evening, after a day’s work, 
I was getting ready to go to the cafe 
for dinner. There was a knock on 
the door. Bill’s daughter came with 
an invitation to dinner at her 
parents’ cafe. It was the first time I 
had received an invitation from a 
restaurant. I went to the cafe at this 
time anyway every day. I wondered 
what was up. 

The Selway Cafe was abuzz 
with its regular patrons. I saw the 
mayor, who owned a gas station; 
the justice of the peace, who drove 
a garbage truck; the police chief, 
who was also the fire chief; and a 
woman who was somehow 
connected to the town’s lumber 
mill, and thought every stranger 
was a former mill employee. Bill’s 
face was redder and shiner than

usual. From the kitchen, Evelyn 
emerged with a faint touch of 
ceremony. 

“You are an invited guest 
tonight, so you don’t pay for the 
dinner,” she proclaimed and 
returned to the kitchen. I was not 
handed a menu and felt a bit lost 
without one. While I looked 
around, trying to figure this out, 
Evelyn appeared with a bowl of 
rice topped with tomato slices. Next 
came a large plate covered with a 
small mountain of fried trout, each 
about seven inches long, 
accompanied by green peas. Then I 
was given two paper straws, 
Evelyn’s creative substitute for 
chopsticks. This evening I was the 
guest of honor at a Japanese 
banquet prepared by Evelyn. 

To reduce my homesickness in 
this isolated village, Evelyn had 
collected information about my 
cultural background. Those present 
had known about the banquet. They 
nodded, smiled, and gestured to me 
to “dig in.” 

It had been a long time since I 
had eaten any seafood, and the trout

were outstanding. There is a 
Japanese saying, “Hatsumono 
kueba shichijuu-go nichi (When 
you eat a new thing, you live 75 
days longer).” This refers to the 
first food item of the year, be it a 
salmon or a persimmon. That trout 
was the first I tasted in 1960. 
Served with such thoughtfulness, I 
felt that my life was extended not 
just 75 days, but 75 weeks. 

A stickler for detail might 
mention that the rice was salty, and 
the long-grained variety lacked 
cohesion, and that Japanese don’t 
put tomato pieces in rice. Further, 
the paper straws were not strong 
enough to serve as chopsticks. The 
oil from the fried trout did not 
affect the straws, but the steam 
from the rice was taking the starch 
out of them. Since the mayor and 
other village dignitaries were 
watching, I felt obliged to 
demonstrate how to use chopsticks 
before the straws went completely 
limp. 

In case they gave out before the 
end of the demonstration, I told 
Evelyn that most chopsticks in Asia

Trail. 

The lawsuit alleges, among other things, that Measure 
F is in violation of the California Environmenfal Quality 
Act because no environmental impact report was done 
prior to the election, and that it is inconsistent with 
Albany’s General Plan. The CRG has until March 15, 
1996 to file a notice of appeal. 

The Berkeley neighborhood meeting spawned a de- 
bate which rivaled the ferocity the issue has spawned in 
Albany. Conflicting reports on the impact of cardrooms 
on crime were passed out by parties on both sides of the 
issue, which has polarized Albany and brought allega- 
tions of everything from bogus litigation to political 
corruption. 

In a flyer drawn up by Albany City Attorney Robert 
Zweben, the number of service calls in 1995 to one of 
Emeryville’s two cardrooms, the Oaks Club, were com- 
pared with the numbers of calls made to the newly opened 
East Bay Bridge Plaza. The flyer stated that “conven- 
tional retail users cause more crime than cardrooms,” 
comparing the 112 calls to the Oaks Club with the 1,598 
to the Plaza. 

Albany Police Chief Larry Murdo, who was head of 
“Yes on F” during the 1994 election, was touting the same 
statistics earlier in the week. Murdo, who included 143 
calls to Emeryville’s other cardroom, the King Midas 
Club, said that the numbers proved that cardrooms do not 
cause an inordinate amount of crime. 

“Nonsense,” said Emeryville Police Chief Joe Colletti 
when told of Murdo’s conclusions. Colletti said it is 
difficult to correlate whether or not cardrooms cause 
crime in Emeryville because of the area’s close proximity 
to crime-prone neighborhoods in North Oakland. He also 
pointed out that unreported crimes such as loan sharking, 
where interest rates run as high as 100 percent and the 
penalty for late payment can be death, and “victimless” 
crimes such as gambling addiction are among the poten- 
tial problems a cardroom can bring. 

“Chief Murdo is erroneous in his assumptions,” said 
Colletti. 

Also mentioned on the pro-cardroom flyer was a 1993 
study by Sandra Sutphen, chair of the division of political 
science and criminal justice at Cal State Fullerton, which 
stated that there was no correlation between cardrooms 
and crime. 

Sutphen, who also worked as a consultant for a failed 
1993 campaign to bring a cardroom to Cypress, Calif., 
studied the impact of cardrooms on crime in five South- 
ern Califomia cities over a 10 year period using FBI crime 
statistics. She then compared them with statistics for 15 
surrounding cities without cardrooms. In a telephone 
interview, Sutphen said there was no evidence of a 
relation between cardrooms and crime, and that law 
enforcement officers in the five communities agreed “to 
a person” that a cardroom is preferable to a shopping 
center or an auto mall in terms of the police services 
required. 

Sutphen’s report also said that in every city she studied 
where cardrooms have been successful, they have been 
associated with political corruption. 

A report passed out by cardroom opponent Piper 
Cafferata, coordinator for Berkeley’s Page Street Neigh- 
bors, drew a different conclusion about cardrooms and 
crime. Cafferata distributed a 1995 report from the San 
Jose Police Department which detailed a 70 percent 
increase in Crimes such as narcotics arrests, petty thefts 
and grand theft in the area surrounding the Bay 101 Club 


in San Jose after it opened in 1993. 

According to the report, which failed to dissuade the 
San Jose City Council from allowing an additional 81 
card tables in their city, the area around the Bay 101 Club 
suffered 22 additional narcotics arrests, 10 additional 
property crimes, seven additional simple assaults and 
nine additional auto thefts over a one-year period follow- 
ing the opening of the cardroom. The report did not 
include the follow-home robberies, loan sharking and 
prostitution normally associated with cardrooms. 

Cafferata said that her concerns over the cardroom rest 
on the possibility that the small percentage of gamblers 
who find themselves in trouble will come into Berkeley 
to commit property thefts and other crimes. She also 
expressed concerns about traffic from the cardroom caus- 
ing problems on already saturated Gilman Street. 

A review of other studies reveals a similar schism as to 
whether or not cardrooms cause crime, with the most 
significant factor being whether or not the author favored 
or opposed cardrooms to begin with. One 1993 article in 
the Los Angeles Times said that in Orange County, 
follow-home robberies in which winners are tracked 
down and robbed were on the upswing. The article cited 
a San Juan Capistrano man who called police on his car 
phone to report he was being followed. He was then 
robbed of $3,500 and killed. 

Another report from the Los Angeles County Sheriff’s 
Department cited a string of 26 follow-home robberies 
over a four-month period in 1992. Still, other reports from 
law enforcement officials in East Los Angeles, also 
published in the Times, found no correlation between 
cardrooms and crime. 

In San Pablo, where Ladbroke recently opened Casino 
San Pablo, Police Chief Douglass Krathwohl, acardroom 
supporter, said that aside from one or two calls dealing 
with unruly patrons, there has been no increase in crime 
in his jurisdiction. In Berkeley, the Westbrae residents 
who spoke at the meeting were for the most part opposed 
to the idea of a cardroom in Albany. One man said he did 
not look forward to having to “wade through a sea of 24- 
hour gamblers” to gain access to the Albany waterfront. 
Many residents also said that the Albany City Council did 
not give Berkeley an adequate say in the planning of the 
proposed project. 

Zweben, who characterized the meeting as au example 
of Albany cardroom opponents “going into Berkeley and 
stirring up hysteria,” said that once a proposal is submit- 
ted by Ladbroke, Berkeley residents will be welcome to 
attend hearings and make their grievances known. 

The CRG’s Outis countered Zweben by saying that the 
Albany City Council is “salivating” over the projected 
revenue from the cardroom and that “they won’t give 
anybody anything but lip service and they’re certainly 
offering plenty of that.” 

The effect of Berkeley filing a brief on behalf of the 
CRG is debatable. Outis said that it might help the CRG’s 
cause in terms of forcing the judge in the upcoming 
appeal to take more notice of the lawsuit. Zweben said 
that Berkeley joining the lawsuit might slow down the 
process somewhat, and added that it might result in bad 
blood between the two cities. 

The Berkeley City Council has asked its police chief 
to look into the impact of cardrooms on crime, said Maio, 
who personally opposes the project. The issue will be on 
the agenda at the Feb. 6 meeting of the Berkeley City 
Council, in which Alameda County Sheriff Charles 
Plummer, also a cardroom opponent, will discuss the 
effects of cardrooms on crime.

the Seismic Safety Commission has issued a 
report to Governor Wilson in response to 
Executive Order W-78-94. This report emphasizes 
two main points that are overlooked by building 
codes and professionals in the building and 
construction industry. One is that building codes 
overlook the vertical shaking an earthquake can 
cause. The second is the existence of buried faults 
that are nameless and not shown on the Alquist- 
Priolo Special Studies Maps. Since Los Angeles, 
San Fernando and the East Bay are young 
anticlinal terrain, we may be in the same 
geological situation right here in Albany. Both 
vertical shaking and the existence of buried faults 
are historically the cause of extensive damage and 
loss of life. The report to Gov. Wilson can be 
obtained by calling the Seismic Saftey 
Commission at (916) 322-4917. 

In light of the latest information, again, I urge 
you to start now the seismic retrofitting of our old 
schools before starting construction of any other 
kind of school that you may have on your agenda.

Shute, Mihaly and Weinberger is nothing by 
comparison. 

CRG has spent this $2,200 to obtain legal 
advice from Shute, Mihaly and Weinberger 
because it has a well-deserved reputation as the 
best plaintiff’s environmental lawfirm in the state. 
I personally initiated CRG’s relationship with 
Shute, Mihaly and Weinberger using a contact I 
had there through a friend from law school. I 
subsequently learned that they had done some 
work on behalf of the Oaks Club (the sponsors of 
Friends of the Albany Waterfront) during and 
immediately after the Measure F campaign. 
However, in our very first meeting with Shute, 
Mihaly attorneys in January 1994, and ever 
thereafter, we have made it very clear that we 
wanted to pay our own way for their services and 
that we would not accept any financial support 
from the Oaks Club or any other cardroom. 

In reality, it is Mr. Rinaldi’s good friend and 
political mentor, Mayor Mike Brodsky, who is the 
newcomer to Albany, and it becomes clearer each 
day that the only reason he moved here was to do 
Ladbroke’s bidding with respect to the cardroom. 
He does not have children and he apparently does 


other folks as well. More importantly though, I 
am extremely concerned about what will happen 
to the plaza with the closing of this major anchor. 

Clearly, it is time for the city officials of El 
Cerrito, the Redevelopment Agency and the Plaza 
Merchants Association to put all their efforts into 
marketing and promoting the revitalization of the 
plaza. I can’t help but think there would be total 
support from the people of this community. I 
shutter to think of the devastating effect a 
distressed plaza would have on the real estate 
values and the overall financial state of El 
Cerrito.

Mr. Rinaldi well knows, CRG consists of 
people like me and my husband (whose roots in 
Albany go back at least 35 years) who settled in 
Albany so our children could go to one of the 
finest public school districts in the Bay Area. He 
knows that other members of the CRG board are 
the parents of young children came here for the 
same reason. Perhaps most importantly, Mr. 
Rinaldi knows that we have nothing to gain in 
pursuing the cardroom lawsuit other thana safer 
and healthier environment for our families—and 
his—to live in.

But now we learn that he is 
just another one of the good little soldiers in 
Ladbroke’s army, serving under General Brodsky. 
We also learn that he is willing to resort to lies to 
advance his/their interests. That’s really

Speaking of people of color, King 
said “the war was sending their 
sons and their brothers and 
husbands to fight and die in 
extraordinarily high proportions 
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relative to the rest of the 
population.” In the face of gross 
inequities, King was color-caring, 
not “color blind”. 


Costs of militarism today 


The war is passed, the cold war 
is over. But King’s teachings 
about the moral and social costs 
of militarism are as relevant today 
as they were 30 years ago. After 
all, there still is no Marshall Plan 
for our cities, no jobs program for 
our youth, yearning for hope and 
direction. American leaders still 
refuse to turn swords into 
ploughshares, to heed the 
teachings of King. 

The $243 billion defense 
appropriations recently passed by 
House and Senate is a mockery of 
economic justice. American cities 
are in decay, but Americans are 
paying more for defense than all 
potential adversaries and neutral 
parties combined. 

The Reagan administration in 
the 80s tripled the U.S. budget 
deficit through military 
profligacy. Worldwatch Institute 
notes, year after year, that the 
USS. is the largest arms producer, 
the biggest merchant of death, in 
the world. Subsidized by 
American taxpayers, American 
corporations — General 
Dynamics, McDonnel Douglas, 
Boeing, General Electric, 


Lockheed, Hughes Aircraft, to 
name a few — sell weapons of 
mass destruction to over 40 
countries throughtout the world. 
And when foreign governments 
(like Egypt) default on military 
loans, U.S. taxpayers cover the 
gambling losses of the arms 
manufacturers and the banks. Dr. 
King once described the sale of 
weaponry on a world scale as one 
of the great social crimes of the 
modern age. 

I left Riverside Church 
inspired and drenched from the 
intensity of the event. The 
following day Dr.King’s address 
caused an outcry, a backlash in 
the media. 

Time, in a typical example, 
called it “demososic slander, a 
script for radio Hanoi.” The 
Riverside address was recorded 
and filmed for posterity, but it is 
rarely quoted or mentioned in 
today’s “Post civil-rights” media. 
Nevertheless, I can still hear King 
reciting the words of James 
Russell Lowell: 

Though the cause of evil 
prosper 

Yet ’tis truth alone is strong.

century. And even though many 
may think of today’s film 
industry as being supportive of 
gays and lesbians, overall, it’s 
had a disgraceful record. 

One of the earliest gay film 
stereotypes was “the sissy,” 
which one gay film historian 
explains, “was a thin white male 
with a pencil-thin mustache,” an 
object of comic derision. (An 
analogy to the demeaning movie 
roles Stepin Fetchit played is 
drawn here). Next, during the 
puritanical era of the Hays 
Office, gay and lesbian 
characters became all but 
invisible. This evolved into 
another unfortunate stereotype, 
that of the gay or lesbian as a 
villain who was killed in the 
end, or else is a troubled, 
suicidal psychopath. 

Oakland’s Tom Hanks 
insightfully puts his Oscar- 
winning performance as a gay 
man in Philadelphia in 
perspective. Although openly 
gay characters are now widely 
accepted in Hollywood, he 
concedes, they’ve also been 
largely sanitized so they can be 
marketed. 

A sly grin crosses Hanks’s 
face as he describes a 
hypothetical situation in which a 
typical suburban couple visit the 
local “duodeca-plex,” in Hanks’ 
words... 

Hanks describes the couple 
trying to decide what they’ll see 
as they scan a large marquee: 
The guy says, “Honey, do we 
want to see the virus movie, the 
spaceship movie, the movie 
about the gay lawyer with 
AIDS, the jungle movie, or the 
car movie?” There’s a pause 
while she thinks it over. “The 
lawyer movie? OK.” 

For years, the movie business 
has trivilialized gays and 
lesbians, Hanks implies, and it’s 
still doing it.

Berkeley, on the other hand, is having problems with tree 
planting in its already dense urban forest. An increasing 
shortage of resources, coupled with extensive sidewalk 
damage from existing trees, has caused the Parks and 
Waterfront Department to rethink its entire program. Ac- 
cording to Senior Forestry Supervisor Jerry Cook, the new 
plan, which is in the final draft stages, will work better 
marriage of trees to the site on which they are planted to 
reduce recurring damage to sidewalks. 

Creek restoration is nothing new in Berkeley, where a 
section of Strawberry Creek was restored in the 80’s. Other 
restoration projects include restoration of Blackberry Creek 
through the Thousand Oaks School and the proposed resto- 
ration of Codornices Creek on the Berkeley-Albany border. 

In terms of politics, Berkeley recently became a part of 
the International Council for Local Environmental Issues’ 
Campaign for Climate Protection, designed to cut down on 
energy consumption, and has been targeted by California as 
a recycling market development zone. 

One of the most significant special programs in Rich- 
mond is its growing urban forestry program. According to 
Manny Rosas, head of the Richmond Parks Department, in 
1989 Richmond had a mere one third of the national average 
of tree density. Using a sophisticated computer inventory 
system and various federal grants, Richmond now plants 
around 500 trees per year and will hopefully reach the 
national average by the year 2000, said Rosas. 

Richmond has also adopted a number of 
environmentfriendly business policies. In addition to a city 
policy which awards environmentally sensitive businesses a 
“green star” for consumer information purposes, the City 
Council has 

also resolved to no longer accept spent nuclear fuel in its 
harbor, and plans to participate in the restoration of sections 
of Cerrito Creek. 

According to Richmond Mayor Rosemary Corbin, “A 
healthy environment not only improves the quality of life— 
it provides for economic sustainability.” In the future, envi- 
ronmental issues will undoubtedly continue to be a concer 
both for voters and for the elected officials who serve them.

I’ve Grown Accustomed To Her Face: This is 
the column I’ve always dreaded writing. It’s my sad 
duty to announce that my beloved cat, Eliza Doolittle, 
passed away last Friday. 

She had been very sick for some time, and for the 
last week or so the vet and I had been going ’round 
and ’round wondering whether it was time to put her 
to sleep. 

Thankfully, I didn’t have to make that decision. 
When I got home from work Friday night I found her 
lying dead on my bedroom floor.

I will never have that kind of intimacy with any 
other person or thing. 

It seems only yesterday that my doorbell rang, and 
I found four little kids from the grammar school 
across the street clutching a gray tabby kitten so tiny 
you could easily hold her in the palm of your hand. 

Somebody had dumped her on their playground, 
and they’d fed her out of their box lunches for a 
couple of days until a teacher finally made them go 
around the neighborhood and see if they could get 
anyone to adopt her. Mine was the first door they 
knocked on. 

“Mister, did you lose this kitty?” they asked. 

“No, but I’ll take it,” I said. 

The next day, she threw up on my Persian rug, 
which made her officially mine. 

I named her Eliza Doolittle, because the first thing 
she said was “Aaowwwww!” 

And I loved her. Oh, how I loved her. I tried my 
best to make her happy. I told myself, “Martin, you 
can’t make your life perfect, but you can make one 
little corner of it perfect, and that’s Eliza’s life.” 

But what I gave her was nothing compared to what 
she gave me. She was my faithful companion, in good 
times and bad. She saw me through both the rise and 
fall of my career at the Tribune. Must of all, she 
taught me the simple joy of loving and being loved. 

I may have had it over her intellectually; but 
morally, she was my superior in every way. 

I could go on and on. I could tell you how cute she 
was when she ate her dry food, deftly flipping each 
piece of kibble with her paw out of the bowl, one by 
one, so she could munch it on the floor at her leisure. 

Or I could tell you how she’d snuggle up with me 
at night, her little head lying on the crook of my 
elbow as a pillow. 

Or how she’d come running every time she heard 
the theme music from “The MacNeil/Lehrer News 
Hour” because she knew that meant I was home. 

Or how she once got rid of a girlfriend of mine she 
didn’t like by walking right over and throwing up on 
the woman’s shoes — first the left foot, then the right. 

Or how stoically she bore all the pills and injec- 
tions and trips to the vet during her final years, as if 
she knew that in my own clumsy way, I was trying to 
help. 

But my heart is too full to write any more. So let 
the late poet, Ogden Nash, speak for me. 

The funny thing is that Nash didn’t really like cats. 
(He once wrote, “The problem with a kitten is that/It 
eventually becomes a cat.”) But he wrote a poem 
about his dog that pretty much says what I’m feeling: 


For A Goop Doc 


My little dog ten years ago 

Was arrogant and spry, 

Her backbone was a bended bow 

For arrows in her eye. 

Her step was proud, her bark was loud, 
Her nose was in the sky, 

But she was ten years younger then, 
And so, by God, was I. 


Small birds on stilts along the beach 
Rose up with piping cry, 

And as they flashed beyond her reach 
I thought to see her fly. 

If natural law refused her wings, 
That law she would defy, 

For she could do unheard of things, 
And so, by God, could I. 


Ten years ago she split the air 

To seize what she could spy; 

Tonight she bumps against a chair, 
Betrayed by milky eye. 

She seems to pant, Time up! Time up! 
My little dog must die, 

And lie in dust with Hector’s pup; 

So, presently, must I. 


I buried her in the back yard under her favorite 
tree, wrapped in her favorite rug — an ugly little 
thing that I would have thrown away years ago if she 
hadn’t loved it so much. 

A few friends came over for the funeral, and one of 
them had the brilliant idea to bring a catnip plant, 
which we planted on top of her grave so the other cats 
in the neighborhood can have a ball — Eliza’s treat. 

Goodbye, my darling kitty. I miss you so much 
already.

to be a recurring theme throughout the one and a half 
hour meeting, with Kirsch repeatedly noting areas 
where the design is intended to minimize the impact on 
the surrounding residential streets. 

Toward that end, Kirsch said the parking lot on 
Spokane Avenue was intended to minimize traffic on 
the street populated with single family homes, as 
oppossed to the student drop-off area on Brighton 
Avenue across from a large apartment building. 

“The parking lot provides a set-back from the single 
family housing. We were concerned about having a 
good relation with the surrounding neighborhood,” 
Kirsch said. 

He also noted the peaked-roof design of classrooms 
as an effort to blend in. 

“The roof structure will be easier to maintain and 
will replicate the single family dwellings and give a 
scale that might complement the neighborhood... and 
make sure we don’t create something objectionable to 
the neighbors,” he said. 

In response to a question from the audience about 
the ability of Spokane Avenue to handle increased 
traffic demands, Kirsch said “that’s a city street. It’s

years in something they really enjoy,” said Givens. 

Givens was already chief when Gary Pokorny was 
hired as city manager in 1988. Givens had, in fact, 
served as interim city manager for about seven months 
while the permanent position was vacant. 

“That speaks to the (then) council’s respect for 
him,” said Pokorny. “I had the same sense of respect 
for him and for his leadership of that department when 
I came. 

“Being the chief of police in this day and age is a 
challenging and sometimes difficult job; Dan has done 
an outstanding job for El Cerrito.” 

In El Cerrito, department heads are given a great 
deal of freedom, within certain bounds of accountabil- 
ity. 

“T expect strong department heads to do their jobs 
and to know their jobs ... within the policies that have 
been set by the city council,” Pokomy said. “I expect 
them to be good leaders in the department, to make 
good decisions, to have good relationships with the 
community.” 

Givens, he said, has been successful in all those 
areas. 

More than that, he added, “we’ve gone through 
difficult times, budget-wise. Dan and his staff have

should be done as they ought to be done. She 
always held up the standard. It served a very 
useful purpose in reminding people of what ought 
to be done.” 

Lucille Granucci agrees. 

“When they made her, they broke the mold,” 
said Granucci, a director of the senior center at 
St. John the Baptist Catholic Church. 

Granucci became director upon Gans’ retire- 
ment from that position in 1984. 

“Speaking on behalf of the St. John’s Senior 
Center, we have lost an incomparable mentor and 
friend,” she said, adding that “many of us have 
had the privilege of knowing her since 1973, 
when we Started our training as volunteers.” 

The center opened Nov. 12, 1974. It was Gans 
who “singlehandedly” opened the senior centers 
at St. John’s and Christ Lutheran in El Cerrito, 
ans St. James in Richmond Annex, she said. 

Granucci quoted from a letter written by then 
council member Gregory Cook in 1976. The three 
centers, he said, “were established with the direct 
supervision of Mrs. Nancy Gans. Through her 
support, encouragement and direct involvement, 
a program of total community involvement in 
assessing and serving the needs of the El Cerrito 
area’s older adults has been achieved. 

“She exemplifies most completely the well- 
trained and concerned professional who is able to 
administer and direct programs that meet the 
needs of our communities,” the letter continued. 

“She’s done so many things, I can’t begin to 
mention them all,” said Granucci. “She’s so 
unique; she was a very self-effacing person, al- 
ways concerned with the big picture, with causes, 
concerns, political issues. She was always think- 
ing of the common good. 

“To paraphrase a saying, “She could not stop 
for death, so death kindly stopped for her.” 

Gans was born in a small town in Oklahoma. 
Her parents, Alda and Lyman Stoddard, were in 
the newspaper business, publishing and editing.

form and propose limits on contributions,” said task 
force member Michael Feiner. 

“More and more money is being spent on council 
races.I’d like to try to force candidates back into a 
grassroots mode,” Feiner said. 

For -decades an axiom in Albany city elections 
was that the winner would be the candidate who 
knocked on every voter’s door and candidate spend- 
ing was counted in the low hundreds. 

Since 1990, however, expenditures have risen 
dramatically with some candidates shelling out ex- 
penses into five figures and the pro-cardroom forces 
a dazzling $100,000 plus in the 1994 campaign. 

The committee has scheduled a leader of Com- 
mon Cause to speak on campaign financing at its 
next meeting Feb. 6. Common Cause and the League 
of Women Voters have co-sponsored a state initia- 
tive on the November ballot which, if passed, will 
set campaign contribution limits, ban lobbyist money, 
ban off-year fund raising, limit a candidate’s spend- 
ing his own money and reduce organizational con- 
tributions to 25 percent of spending limits, among 


really not part of our jurisdiction.” 

He also noted that the district is undertaking a traffic 
study as part of the district’s mandate under the Cali- 
fornia Environmental Quality Act to disclose all envi- 
ronmental impact resulting from the school’s con- 
struction and offer mitigations to offset negative im- 
pacts.

With only a preliminary school design, architects 
and the school’s site committee have yet to detail 


come up with some creative ways to get as many 
officers out on the street as possible, to get maximum 
police protection for the community for the dollars we 
can provide.” 

He noted that there is a “substantially more efficient 
dispatch and records operation in place than when 
Givens came on (a system run in cooperation with San 
Pablo, Richmond and Kensington)”; he credits that in 
part to the leadership provided by Givens. 

“Change is always difficult for organizations and 
for individuals,” he said. “Dan’s been able to lead the 
police department in E] Cerrito in very positive and 
constructive ways.” 

In another specific example of that positive leader- 
ship, Pokorny said he had “the greatest admiration” for 
Givens’ ability “to handle difficult and at times sensi- 
tive personnel decisions.” 

In addition, he said, Givens has provided “very 
valuable leadership in West County” over the last five- 
plus years, a time of transition in police administration 
for the cities of Richmond, San Pablo and Hercules. 

Givens recently served as chair of the county’s 
police chiefs’ organization. 

“He’s been a terrific police chief,” summarized 
Pokorny, who must choose his successor. 

Mayor Cathie Kosel, too, had nothing but good to 


They moved to California in 1912 and eventually 
founded the Walnut Kernel, a local newspaper in 
the Walnut Creek area. Lyman Stoddard also 
spent some time reporting for the San Francisco 
Chronicle, said John Stoddard. 

Gans graduated from UC Berkeley and earned 
a Masters in Social Work, as well as a teaching 
credential. She married Abraham Isaiah Gans and 
moved to El Cerrito after World War II. 

“She’s been in the same house ever since,” said 
her son, David Gans. “My father died in 1952 
when I was 16. My mother never remarried and 
lived alone in her home for almost 40 years.” 

David Gans recalls a long list of contributions 
Gans made to the community, from membership 
in the Castro, Portola and E.C.H.S. PTAs to “start- 
ing the El Cerrito Recycling Center” and serving 
as “one of the founding organizers of Earth Day.” 

In addition, he said, Gans was instrumental in 
obtaining Dial-a-Ride paratransit van services 
for the city’s seniors, and many years ago, ran a 
nursery school for autistic children. 

Gans worked professionally as a psychiatric 
social worker for many years and did some indi- 
vidual psychotherapy for a time. Later, she taught 
in the Richmond Unified School District’s adult 
school program, “teaching seniors how to cope 
with their lives,” said Stoddard. 

Art Schroeder met Abraham and Nancy Gans 
about 45 years ago. Schroeder counts Gans as the 
founder of El Cerrito’s Committee on Aging; he 
served as chair on the committee with her when it 
started 23 years ago. Schroeder also remembers 
her as a wonderful baker (who contributed her 
creations to many a meeting), an admirer of na- 
tive plants and a lover of gardens, a monitor of 
the city council, an active member of the El 
Cerrito Historical Society, and a “perennial ad- 
vocate for human rights.” 

Schroeder said Gans worked for a time as a 
supervisor for the Works Progress Administra- 
tion and for On Lok, a pioneer in social service 
agencies.

Buyers made offers without 
much ado, bidding against the com- 
petition, causing prices to inflate. 
Buyers tiptoed around sellers drop- 
ping hints about how much they 
loved the house and adored the way 
the sellers had decorated it. Not all 
of that obsequious murmuring was 
true but buyers were awfully care- 
ful about their comments in the pres- 
ence of sellers who could choose 
any offer they liked. 

I don’t mean to imply that the 
sellers were all Mister/ Ms. -Nice 
Guys/Gals. As often as not they 
took advantage, as people in power 
often do, playing one buyer against 
the other, cheating on the bidding 
wars and generally coming out on 
top. 

Then, as we all know, the years 
passed and the tables turned. The 
market corrected itself at the ex- 
pense of the sellers, some of whom 
had bought at the height of the 
eighties market. It became a buyers 
market and sellers became the ones 
having to murmur sweet nothings 
in the presence of potential buyers. 

One of our favorite families is 
making bittersweet moves back 
east to take a job, which after days 
and nights of deliberations was de- 
termined to be just too good to pass 
up. They are selling a home that 
they truly love. They would never 
sell it for a “better neighborhood” 
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because they love their neighbors. 

They wouldn’t choose to move 
toa larger home because they aren’t 
planning to have any more chil- 
dren. The two that they already have 
provide quite enough joy, and they 
all still fit in the house very well. 
But they do need to sell their home, 
at least sometime in the next six 
months, It’s just that they’d like to 
be treated with the same respect 
which they have clearly given to 
their home. 

As a buyers’ agent, I am always 
committed to getting my buyers the 
home of their dreams at the lowest 
hence possible, on the best terms 
with the least assumption of re- 
sponsibility for any defects. And as 
a sellers’ agent, I am always certain 
that the sellers should get the high- 
est price for their home, passing on 
as much responsibility for those 
“aggravating little defects” as pos- 
sible. 

But I am enraged by this treat- 
ment of sellers as objects no more 
important that the couches or tables. 
The “we are in charge” and “we’ll- 
buy-it-on-our-terms”, attitude of 
many buyers today is just as dis- 
tasteful as the sellers winner-take- 
all stance of the eighties. Some- 
where civility has to reenter the 
picture. 

Buying and selling a home is 
rarely fun. There is glee in having 
people fight over your home, and 
joy in getting the one you are buy- 
ing for less than you ever imagined. 
But it is also true that both buyers 
and sellers usually feel vulnerable 


when they are looking and buying, 
or preparing their homes, waiting 
for buyers and actually closing the 
sale of their home. It isn’t easy for 
the other party even if it seems to 
you that they are getting the better 
deal. Put yourself in the other 
person’s shoes just for minute, and 
try to walk a bit. Think balance. 
Think fairness, 

I believe that this spring there is 


going to be a change in the market. 
People are going to come out and 
begin buying again. The pendulum 
is going to swing back in favor of 
sellers. And unless I miss my guess, 
it will be buyers beware again.

Freddie Mac survey shows 
interest rates falling again 


In its latest interest-rate survey 
released Thursday, Jan. 25, 1996 
the Federal Home Loan Mortgage 
Association (Freddie Mac) an- 
nounced that the nationwide aver- 
age for 30-year fixed rate mort- 
gages was 7.00 percent, down from 
the 7.02 percent average the previ- 
ous week. The rate one year ago 
was 9.13 percent. 

Lenders were asking an average 
of 5.37 percent for the initial rate of 
a Treasury-indexed adjustable rate 
mortgage, down from last week’s 
5.48 percent. 

The average starting rate for 
Treasury-indexed ARMS has not 
been this low sincethe week ending 
May 6, 1994 when the figure was 
5.25 percent. 

Rates on the 15-year fixed, a 
popular option in the refinance 
market, averaged 6.50 percent, 
down from 6.53 percent the week of 


Jan. 18. This loan averaged 8.76 
this time last year. 

Freddie Mac is a stockholder- 
owned corporation charted by Con- 
gress in 1970 to create a continuous 
flow of funds to mortgage lenders. 
Over the years Freddie Mac has 
helped finance one in six American 
homes. 

On Dec. 29, 1995, the Federal 
Home Loan Bank Board pegged 
the 11th District Cost-of Funds In- 
dex (COFI) for January payments 
at 5.119 percent, up from the 5.116 
percent that was in effect for De- 
cember payments. 

The COFI is the index widely 
used by the savings and loan indus- 
try for its adjustable rate mortgages. 
It is set monthly by the Federal 
Home Loan Bank Board on the last 
working day of the month at 3 p.m. 
and remains in effect for the entire 
following month.

If the tax deduction on mort- 
gage interest and property taxes is 
eliminated, property values will 
plummet. Already in California 
we have seen drastic declines and 
the worst real estate market since 
the great depression. 

With the end of tax deduc- 
tions, no one will want to buy a 
house or condo. Why should you 
pay $1,500 a month in mortgage 
payments when you can rent the 
same house for $800 or $900 a 
month? If you have some money 
to invest, why put it in real estate, 
when interest and dividend income 
is non taxable, and capital gains in 
stocks are also tax free? 

The flat tax proposals on rental 
property will not simplify any- 
thing. Rather it will make record 
keeping even more difficult. Un- 
der the proposals you will still 


have to fill out all the cumber- 
some tax schedules on each rental 
property, showing all the income 
and various expenses. 

The major change involves de- 
preciation. Now you have to write- 
off the value of a residential build- 
ing over 27 1/2 years (over 39 
years for a commercial building), 
and all major improvements over 
five or more years. Under the flat 
tax, you deduct the total cost of 
everything in the year purchased. 

For example, you buy a rental 
property for $200,000, The year it 
is purchased (no matter how much 
money is put down), you deduct 
the entire $200,000. Let’s say you 
had $10,000 in income on the 
property, $12,000 in all expenses, 
you would have a net loss tax 
deduction of $202,000 on that 
year’ year’s tax return. 

Sounds great, except the same 
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$25,000 net tax deduction limita- 
tions would still be in effect. 
Therefore, you would only be able 
totake up to $25,000 on this year’s 
tax return and have to carry over 
the rest, if your adjusted your net 
loss to future tax years. 

If your adjusted gross income 
is over $150,000, you wouldn’t 
even be able to take any of the 
$25,000 write-off on this year’s 
tax returns (you would have to 
carry over all of the losses to fu- 
ture years). 

When you sold this property, 
you would have a devil of a time 
determining its profit. You would 
have to figure out how much of 
the total cost was deducted through 
the years on your tax returns (you 
better keep every tax return for- 
ever); then have to pay capital 
gains tax on the deduction plus 
any profit. Instead of simplifying 
things, keeping track of all this 
would make tax preparation even 
more difficult. 

The bottom line is that the flat

tax proposal will greatly help the 
stock market and greatly damage 
real estate ownership. Interest 
rates probably will go down, since 
fewer people will be buying real 
estate and taking out mortgages; 
but the interest amounts that banks 
will pay out will fall greatly (again 
making investment in the stock 
market more attractive). 

In fact, this whole plan looks 
like an attempt the get the Dow to 
reach 15,000. The tax system needs 
to be changed, and greatly simpli- 
fied, but in a way that is fair to 
everyone and that helps grow all 
segments of the economy. The pur- 
pose of our tax system should not 
only be to raise taxes, but to help 
improve our economy as well.

Onmy dining room floor there is 
always a pile of my children’s 
things: backpacks, umbrellas, a flute 
and French hom in black cases, 
sheet music in folders, library and 
math books, loose homework, book 
orders and signed permission slips. 
On different days, depending on 
need, a few of these things leave 
with my children in the morning, 
and some return again at night. I 
was looking at the collection the 
other day and I thought, “I need 
another room, a kids’ school stuff 
room, one with a door that can be 
closed.” 

Probably everybody needs other 
room for something. 1 remember 
the first time a client mentioned 
needing acomputer room. I did not 
yet own a computer, so had not 
given any thought to where one 
might go. We walked through an 
old, two-story shingle house to- 
gether, andshe’d said it had enough 
bedrooms and baths to satisfy. She 
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~ Acomputer age dilemma: where to put that extra ‘sty 


liked the kitchen and the yard and 
the paneling. Now she stood in the 
front entry near the stairwell. “It 
won’t work, though, because we 
need room for my husband to work 
on his computer, and there isn’t any 
place in this house.” 

Since then a lot of people have 
bought computers and need a place 
for them. Single people tell us they 
need at least two bedrooms, one for 
sleeping, one for an office. And if 
they expect overnight visitors, they 
want a guest room, too. 

More and more we hear that an 
exercise room is necessary, a place 
to set up a treadmill and weights 
Some are content with a bedroom 
large enough to contain the usual 
bedroom furniture plus their exer- 
cise equipment and a TV, while 
others insist on a completely sepa- 
tate space. 

Lots of people are working from 
home these days. They want an 
office (and sufficient electricity for 
office machines), and if clients or 
customers come to them, a separate 
waiting room and an entrance apart 
from the front door. 

We don’t get many requests for 
sewing rooms or laundry rooms big 
enough for a mangle iron and wash- 
tubs. I guess there isn’t much de- 
mand for these anymore. But fairly 
often we are asked for enough space 
for a special hobby —model trains, 
for instance, or a room with good 
light and running water for an artist, 


or space for a wide-screen TV or a 
movie projection system. 

Families with children have 
come to expect to have a family 
room, playroom or TV room in ad- 
dition to a living room. And, of 
course, each child needs his own 
bedroom. Many people feel that 
two bathrooms are minimal, one 
within the master bedroom, the other 
for guests and for the kids. Some 
families also want a second small 
kitchen and bedroom away from 
the rest of the house where the au 
pair can live. 

Given enough money, it is pos- 
sible to buy lots of extra spaces. 
Often in expensive, old houses there 
is a butler’s pantry a separate room 
for storing silver and china; also a 
wine room, even a second “party 
kitchen.” Because not everyone 
entertains formally anymore, some 
of these might be converted to other 
uses. In “rich houses” there are fre- 
quently beautifully paneled base- 
ment rooms, originally built as 
vaults for valuables, billiard rooms, 
and the maid’s quarters. Unfortu- 
nately, usually the people we know 
who’d like to have them can’t af- 
ford them. 

We’ve seen several houses de- 
signed especially for performances 
—musicals, poetry readings. These 
houses contain a large room, often 
quite fancy, with a platform for 
musicians or players, even occa- 
sionally, a bona fide stage with cur- 


tains. My favorite of these is an old 
wooden house in the Berkeley hills 
enclosed by a fence that comes right 
up to the sidewalk. There’s a gate, 
secret garden-like, and on the other 
side, a wonderful surprise. Select, 
mature trees form a canopy and 
under them, on arise away from the 
street, is the house. 

Three-quarters of the house is 
the big room, a huge redwood pan- 
eled room with high ceilings and 
oversized, double-hung windows 
that provide a view of the bay. The 
rest of the house consists of an un- 
interesting kitchen and bath and two 
tiny bedrooms that seem to be after- 
thoughts. 

Once I heard about a Berkeley 
man who would have loved that 
house. He was a collector of books. 
He had collected so many books 
that his house was completely filled 
with them and his wife issued an 
ultimatum: The books would have 
to go or she would. 

I guess he had enough money to 
solve the problem. He bought a 
second house just for the books. He 
moved them there and visited his 
library every day. 

Many years ago my then-hus- 
band and I bought, as a rental, a 
little house. The small lower floor 
rooms had been divided into even 
smaller spaces with doors in be- 
tween. The tenants who’d been liv- 
ing there for some time seemed 
content, but one day they moved, 


and we went to see what should be 
done before we rented it again. 

As we walked through the house 
again, I wondered how anyone had 
separated their belongings and ac- 
tivities among those spaces “Eat in 
this one, cook in that one, sleep 
over here?” I thought. There were 
so many doors to so many cubby 
holes that we despaired of ever 
making sense of it all, and so asked 
an architect friend what he thought. 

The architect walked through and 
looked and was silent. We didn’t 
know what he was thinking. “Maybe 
we should just bum it down,” we 
said. “No,” he said pausing. “You 
can take down this wall and this 
one, get rid of those doors.” 

That was all we needed. We be- 
gan immediately. Before long the 
fist floor rooms were open to one 
another. We liked the effect somuch 
that we sold the house we’d been 
living in and moved into the little 
house. “Just for a while,” we said; 
then stayed for 20 years. 

We liked living in the combina- 
tion living-dining-kitchen space We 
could cook, talk to friends, be by 
the fire, eat dinner, watch TV, and 
glance out the French doors to the 
garden — all at once. 

We kept the furnishings plain 
and spare, banishing all extraneous 
stuff to the adjacent garage and this 
worked well until we had baby.

Part three of a four-part series 


Parts I and II of this series spoke 
candidly of the motivations behind 
overpricing in spite of the repercus- 
sions to the seller and the market- 
place. Ratherthan just call attention 
| to the issues raised, I felt impelled 
i to follow up with constructive ad- 
| vice offering strategies to not only 
| avoid the pitfalls of overpricing but 
generate the highest, realistic sales 
| price. 

I will not discuss how to prepare 
your home for the market in order to 
maximize your return. While this 
information is helpful, I regard it as 
the “fine tuning” of the larger prin- 
ciples involved — those which are 
fundamental to the business of resi- 
dential real estate sales and appraisal 
practice. 

Some may seem obvious to those 
who have more than a passing 
knowledge of the residential real 
estate market, but, I assure you, 
there is more to it than simply siz- 
ing up one property to the recent 
sales in the neighborhood. 

There are other lesser known 
principles which warrant our con- 
sideration — some which I will 

| coin, define and introduce here for 
the very first time. How these prin- 
ciples interrelate will be an impor- 
tant theme of this article. 


The Comparables Principle 
First and foremost, it cannot be 
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Avoid the pitfalls of overpricing and still get the best prig J 


emphasized strongly enough that 
the determination of a property’s 
value is the most integral part of 
pricing. 

Before going further, I would 
like to make my own distinction 
between “value” and “price.” The 
definition of value can be para- 
phrased as the most probable sales 
price of a given property after ad- 
equate exposure on the market. I 
perceive value to be a range rather 
than a definitive number. 


For the purposes of this article, 
“price” implies the application of a 
marketing strategy which effects 
highest value. In other words, “smart 
pricing” generates a sales price at 
the higher end of that value range. 


If you keep up with the real es- 
tate section of any local periodical, 
have recently bought or solda home 
— or are in the process — you are 
well aware that the single most im- 
portant criteria in determining the 
value of a specific property is the 
selection of the best comparables 
(properties sold within the past six 
months by virtue of similarity in 
neighborhood, features, amenities, 
square footage of improvements, 
condition, site utility and view). 

Choosing apples to compare with 
other apples is straightforward in 
theory but tends to get complicated 
as it relates to a local housing mar- 
ket of such diversity. 

There has been, however, a tre- 
mendous amount of press devoted 


to this particular issue, so I will not: 


dwell on it other than to offer this 
piece of advice: In comparing one’s 
own home with other properties, it 
is very difficult for a homeowner to 
disassociate himself as required. It 
is far wiser (and easier!) to enlist 
the services of a real estate profes-

sional you trust to identify the dif- 
ferences and how they impact value. 

Before leaving the subject of 
comparables, I would like to offer 
two other tools useful in assessing 
value. I call them the “time line” 
and the “20 percent” rules, and they 
work as follows: 


Time Line Rule 


Sometimes there are no good, 
solid recent comparable sales avail- 
able, so it is necessary to go back in 
time beyond the preferred six-month 
limit. There has been a great deal of 
data published since the market 
began its slide in 1989. As a result, 
determining value can be almost a 
matter of formula under the right 
circumstances. 

For example, if a comparable is 
strong in all other aspects, a portion 
of the market’s total decline (ap- 
proximately 20-25 percent) can be 
applied depending on its date of 
sale. Granted, the market’s adjust- 
ment has not been absolutely con- 
sistent from one year to the next, 
but it is areasonable place to start in 
making an adjustment for time. 

In its purest form, a homeowner 
who bought in 1989 and plans to 
sell today can expect to generate a 
sales price about 80 percent of his 
original purchase price, provided 
no major improvements have been 
made in the interim. 

Where it gets trickier is when a

money into the property. Then it is 
necessary to look at the type and 
quality of the improvements and 
estimate how much may be recoup- 
able. This topic will be developed 
in more detail in Part IV. 


20 Percent Rule 


In the practice of real estate ap- 
praisal there is a term “economic 
obsolescence.” It is defined as those 
influences outside the control of the 
subject property which adversely 
affect its value to the point of being 
either absolutely or economically 
incurable (negative cash return on 
investment). Some examples of this 
concept are close proximity to a 
freeway, being situated on a busy 
street, excessive stairs or an out- 
dated floor plan. 


My 20 percent rule is useful in 
evaluating a property which exhib- 
its some form of economic obsoles- 
cence. If a solid comparable exists 
in which the only material differ- 
ence is the presence (or absence) of 
a defect related to economic obso- 
lescence, adjusting the sales price 
of the comparable by 20 percent 
will give a good indication of the 
value of the subject property. For 
example, a good comparable sold 


for $500,000, but the subject prop- 
erty has an outdated floor plan. The 
indicated value of the subject prop- 
erty is $400,000. 

This rule also provides guidance 
in other situations where hard-to- 
quantify advantages are involved, 
for instance, properties which have 
a stunning view, are architecturally 
or historically significant or pos- 
sess extraordinary emotional ap- 
peal. 


The Competition Principle 


After establishing an anticipated 
value range based on a realistic ex- 
amination of the comparables, other 
important factors need to be con- 
sidered in order to position the prop- 
erty strategically in the marketplace. 
Atthe top of the list is the principle 
of competition. 


Your real estate agent can pro- 
vide you with a great deal of infor- 
mation about the active listings on 
the market, but highly recommend 
making the time to view them for 
yourself. 


Sunday open houses provide the 
perfect opportunity, but my earlier 
words of caution bear repeating: It 
is difficult for a homeowner to be 
completely objective about how his

Enabling more veterans to pur- 
chase homes in higher cost re- 
gions of California, Governer Pete 
Wilson has increased the maxi- 
mum Cal-Vet home loan amount 
to $250,000, statewide. 

The new law applies to single 
family homes including condo- 
miniums, town houses and mo- 
bile homes affixed to land owned 
by the borrower.

selection in their price range. It is 
therefore prudent to ensure that the 
list price of a property reflect a 
sensitivity to the general value range 
and threshold for the neighborhood. 

The other aspect of threshold 
pricing has less to do with the deter- 
mination of value and everything to 
do with the manipulation of that 
value. 

To rephrase that old adage, “You 
only have one chance to make a 
good first impression,” a property 
is only new on the market once. It is 
therefore critical to make the most 
of this onetime opportunity by giv- 
ing it a list price that will generate 
the greatest excitement. 

Ifa conscientious effort has been 


made to ascertain the realistic value 
of a property, it may not be neces- 
sary to modify it by much to set up 
the listing as the “hot property.” Let 
me use a hypothetical situation to 
explain the concept more clearly. 

Suppose the value of a property 
is estimated to be in the range of 
$490,000 to $510,000. If you will 
recall from my first article, proper- 
ties which went into contract within 
60 days of having come on the mar- 
ket sold on average at 94.5 percent 
of their original list price. Using 
this percentage, the suggested ex- 
trapolated list price of the property 
should not exceed $539,000. 

The essence of the principle of 
threshold pricing challenges the 
seller to ignore any concerns for 
“negotiating room” and set the list

range, thus inducing the perception 
of “hot property.” In achieving this, 
the seller has devised a situation 
very likely to produce a quick, full- 
price sale, possibly with multiple 
offers. Equally important, this strat- 
egy precludes the possibility of be- 
coming another unfortunate statis- 
tic of overpricing such as those de- 
scribed in Part I of this series. 

Returning to my example, it 
would be my recommendation to 
list the property in the $489,000 - 
$499,000 range, and this is for two 
reasons. First, this price breaks the 
$500,000 threshold and opens up 
the listing to a larger group of buy- 
ers. Second, sold at full price, it still 
falls within the predetermined value 
range and could quite possibly in- 
stigate an overbid situation. 

Heed these words of advice: The 
more a seller is willing to undercut 


the lower end of the value range, the 
more excitement the property gen- 
erates in the marketplace and the 
more likely the creation of a mul- 
tiple bid scenario. 


The principles of comparables, 


competition and threshold pricing 
discussed above are all vital to the 
pricing process. 

These strategies, however, all 
revolve around the concept of the 
“property” and how it relates to 
other properties, recently sold oron 
the market. 

One last significant principle — 
yet unnamed — looks elsewhere to 
its validity. The next and final part 
of this series will be devoted to this 
principle and how it completes the 
pricing picture.

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secondary to the primary goal of 
achieving a high level of service for 
automobiles. But level of service is 
an imperfect standard for 
evaluating traffic. (Levels of 
service are rated from A to F. High 
grades denote fast traffic 
throughput. Low grades denote 
slow traffic.) Fast traffic throughput 
is not always a worthy goal. 

My mother-in-law lives in a 
suburb of Osaka, Japan, where the 
streets are very narrow and filled 
with pedestrians and bicycles, 
where motorists have to maintain a 
much higher level of attention 
when driving and be patient with 
slow speeds. The benefit of such 
low level of service is that my 
mother-in-law’s neighborhood is 
much quieter than my 
neighborhood near Del Norte and 
the street becomes a place where 
people meet. 

Absent is the continuous 
background roar of nearby traffic 
traveling at 35-plus mph speeds. 
I’m not suggesting an Osaka suburb 
as a model for Del Norte, but it 
suggests that we have to balance 
the goal of high levels of service 
with other community needs. 

High levels of service also work 
against the needs of small : 
businesses. The faster traffic flows, 
the less likely motorists will notice 
small businesses. Obsession with 
level of service has destroyed tens 
of thousands of commercial 
districts across this country. 

If we want to maximize 
throughput of traffic in the Del 
Norte area then we have to be 
willing to accept the opportunity 
costs entailed. What kinds of 
development will then not be 
possible for Del Norte? What kinds 
of development will we most likely 
get? 

A committee of elected officials 
convened by the Alameda County 
Congestion Management Agency, 
the San Pablo Avenue/I-80 Policy 
Oversight Committee, has been 
discussing the future of San Pablo 
Avenue in Alameda County. 

A recent working paper from 
that committee said, “While Policy 
Oversight Committee members 
expressed diverse opinions about 
the desirable and realistic roles of 
public transportation or land use 
strategies in the corridor, the notion 
of achieving an acceptable balance 
between accommodating the 
mobility desires of the automobile 
user, and providing improved 
transit and land use strategies to 
decrease the need for personal auto 
use, was heard clearly.” 

Clearly auto traffic engineering 
is not something that should be 
dealt with in isolation from larger 
community design issues. 

The CCS report describes as a 
problem the crossing of San Pablo 
Avenue by pedestrians from the 
BART station to casual carpool 
pickups on the west side of the 
avenue, that the pedestrians are 
disruptive to auto traffic. 

The report proposes solutions: 
moving the carpool pickup site, 
building pedestrian barriers or 
fences the length of the block on 
the east side of the avenue or down 
the median, citing people for 
jaywalking, or, if necessary, putting 
in a crosswalk between the south 
comers of Cutting Boulevard. What 

I find surprising is that safe 
pedestrian circulation in Del Norte 
is not expressed as a demand that 
needs to be met, but rather a 
problem that needs to be alleviated. 

Not being more proactively 
concerned with the needs of 
pedestrians fails to address the 
special traffic planning 
requirements of train station areas, 
encourages local traffic congestion 
by encouraging people to drive 
between Del Norte locations when 
they could simply walk, 
discourages pedestrian activity that 
smaller-scale commercial 
development profits from, and
